of xx. ſhillings, as well within ancient demelne and

Goods and Chatteis, Tands oꝛ Tenements Within 
this Kealme, as is afozeſaid, and of all goods being in 
the tuſtody of any perſon oꝛ perſons, to the ble of any 
other, as is aboueſaid, by the which Pnfozmationand 
chewing; the ſaide perſons ſhould haue ſuch plaine 
knowledge of the true intent of this pꝛelent Act, and 
ofthe manner of their Certificate, That the lame per⸗ 
ſons (hail haue no reaſonable cauſe to excuſe them by 
ignoꝛante. And after ſuch charge and the Statuteof 
the ſatd Subſidies,andthe manner of the ſaide Certifi- 
cate to be made in Waiting , contetning the names and 
ſurnames ofenery perſon , and whether hee bee bozne 
without the Kings obeilante, oz Within, and the bell 
balue of enery perſon, in enery degree, aſwell of — 
peer 
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petrely value of Lands and Tenements, and of ſuch 
ite poſſeſſions and p2ofits , as of the value of goods 
and chattels,debts and euery thing to their rertificate 
requiſite and neteſſary to them declared,theſaid Com- 
miſſioners there beetng , ſhall by their diſcretions li⸗ 
mit and appoint vnto the ſaid perſonsanother day and 
place to appeare befoꝛe the laide Commiſſioners, any 
charging the ſaid perſons, that they in the meane time 
ſhall make diligent inqwry by all wayes and meanes 
ofthe pꝛemilles and then and there euery of them vp⸗ 
on paine of fozfeiture of fourty ſhillings to the Kings

ſons there witneſſed) and ofſach as appeare ready to 
make Certificate, as is afozeſayd, the faydCommiſſio- 
ners there being, ſhall take and reteiur the lame Cer⸗ 
iſicate,and euery part thereof, and thenames values, 
and labſtante of enery perſon lo certified, And it the 
lad Commiſſiouers ſee rauſe reaſonable, they ſhall ex. 
amine theſayd Pzeſenters thereof, and thereupon the 
fayd Commuſſioners at the ſayd dayes and place by 
ther agreement amongſt themſelnes , ſhall from 
lime to time there openly p2efixe a day at a'cercaine 
place 02 places, within the limits bf their Commiſſt⸗

Wapentakes, Townes. oz other places afoꝛeſaid ag 
the ſame Commiſſioners ſhall bee off, com pꝛiling and 
conteining in the laid pꝛetepts, the names and ſar: 
names of all perfons pꝛeſented befoze them in the ſaid 
Certificate, of whom it the ſaid Commuſſtioners, oz as 
many of them as ſhall bee thereunto appointed by the 
Kings Commiſſion ſhall then haue vehement ſulpect 
to bee of moze greater value oz ſubſtance , in Lands,

And it is further enacted, That if the ſayd Toxozs, 
oꝛ Aſſeſſoꝛs ſhall not duely behaue themſelues in their 
inquirie, taxation, Aſſeſſement oꝛ Certificate,but ſhall 
affettionally, cozruptly, oꝛ partially demeane them. 
ſelues in that behalfe, in luch Wiſe, that the Commi⸗ 
ſioners (hall by their conſiderations deeme them offen⸗ 
ders woꝛthy of puniſhment foꝛ not doing their duties 
therein, that then foure oz moꝛe ot the Commiſſioners 
in that Countie foꝛ the ſaid Subſidte , chall haue pow⸗ 
er and authoꝛitie by their difcretions, either to tharge 
the ſaid Alleſſozs vpon their —_— oathes, fo; the 
better ſeruice afozeſaid in that behalfe, oz elſe by their 
diſcretions to tare, and ſet bpon the ſaid Alleſſo2s fo; 
their mildemeanoꝛs in that behalfe, ſuch a Fine o 
paine as they ſhall thinke good, ſo that it cxccede not 
the ſumme often pounds, and the ſame fine oz paine at 
their diſcretions to eſtreat into the Court of Exche- 
quer: Enery which Fine ſo taxed and ſet, by foure of 
the ſaid Commiſſioners oꝛ moze, and being eſtreated 
with the Schedule and Bookes of that limit, ſhallbe 
leuied and anſwered tothe Kings ble in like manner 
and foꝛme . to all intents and purpoſes, as any other 
ſummes thatſhall be taxed and become due by bertue 
ofthis Statute and Acte of Dublidte , and not in any 
other wile oz manner. 

And ik any perſon certified 0z rated by bertus ofthis 
Alte, whether hee be a Commtſſioner oz other, to any 
manner of value, doeth find himſelfe grieued with the 
ſame pzeſentment , ſeſſing 02 rating, and thereupon 
complatneto the Commiſſioners befoze whom he ſhall 
be called, ſeſſed 02 tared , oꝛ befoꝛe two of them befoze 
the ſame taxation beecertified in the Court of Exche- 
quer, that then the ſaiv Commiſſioners, oz te — 
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them. hall by all wayes and meanes examine partitu⸗ 
larlp and diſtinctly the perſon ſo complaining, vpon 
his oath, and other his neighboꝛs by their diſccetions 
ofeuery his Lands and Lenements aboue ſpecified, 
and of enery his goods chattels and debts,aboue men⸗ 
tioned : And afcer due exgpotnacion and perfect know- 
ledge thereof had and percetued by the laid Commiſſi- 
oners,02 two of them, which hall haue power by au⸗ 
thontte afozeſatd , the ſayd Commiſſioners, oꝛ two of 
them, to whom anp ſuch complaint ſhall be made, by 
their dilcretion vpon the oath of the laid perſon ſo com⸗ 
laining, may abate, defaulke, increale oz inlarge the 
al alleſſements, acco:ding as it ſhall appeare vnto 
them (uſt vpon the lame examination, and the ſame 
lumme lo abated, defalked, increaſed oz inlarged, ſhall 
bee by them eſtreated, in foꝛme as hereafter enſuech, 
And if it be pꝛoued by Witneſſes,oz by theparttesowne 
tonteſſion, oꝛ other lawfull way oz meanes, within a 
peere after any luch oath made, that che ſame perſon ſo 
rated and \ſwo2ne , Was ol any better o2 greater value 
in lands, goods, oꝛ other things aboue ſpecified, at the 
time of his ſaid oath , then the ſame perſon fo \wozne 
did declare vpon his ſatd oath , that then euery ſuch 
perſon ſo offending,ſhallloſe and fozfeit to the Rings. 
Maieſtie, ſo much lawfull money of England, as hee 

theſame perlon ſo lwoꝛne was let at oꝛ taxed to pay. 
And alſo it is enacted by the ſame authoꝛitie, that 
tuery perſon to be rated and taxed as is afoꝛeſaid, ſhall 
be rated and ſet. and the ſumme on him ſet, to be leuyed 
at ſuch place, where hee and his family were reſident 
loꝛ the moſt part of the yeere next befoze the ſame p2e- 
(entmentand taxation made, and no where elſe. And 
that no Commiſſioner foꝛ his Subſidie ſhall bee rated

it any perſon chargeable = this Acte, at the time _

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ſaid aſſeſſings happen to be out of this Realm and out 
of Wales, 02 farre from the place where hee (hall bee 
knowen : then he to be let , Where he was laſt abiding 
in this Realme, oꝛ within Wales, and after theſub- 
ſtance , value and other pꝛofits of euerp perſon, to bee 
knowen by che examination Certificate oꝛ other man- 
ner of way, as is afoꝛeſaid. And that the ſaid Commil⸗ 
ſioncrs, oꝛ as many of them as (hall bee appointed by 
the Kings Maieſties Commiſſion oz Commiſſions, 
ſhall after the rate and rates afoꝛeſaid, caule euerp per: 
ſon ſo to be ſet, rated andtared, accoꝛding to the rate of 
the ſubſtance and value of his lands, goods, chattels, 
and other pꝛolits chargeable by thts Act, whereby the 
greateſt oꝛ moſt beſt ſumme oz lummes accoꝛding to 
his moſt lubſtante. by reaſon of this Act, might oꝛ may 
be ſet oꝛ taxed.

And that euery perſon fared in any County oꝛ place, 
other then where hee and his family were reſiant fo;

certificate made to the laid Court of Exchequer, vnder

Pꝛouided alwayes that every ſuch perſon that ſhall 
bt rated oꝛ tax ed accoꝛding to the intent and true mea⸗ 
ning of this Act, foꝛ paying of, and co theſe Subſidtes, 
fozand after the peerelp value of his Lands, Tene- 
ments, and other reall poſſeſſions oz pofits , at any of 
the ſaid taxations, ſhall not after bee ſet and rated foz 
his goods and chattels, oꝛ other mooneable ſubſtance 
at the lame taxation and that he that ſhall be ſet,char- 
ged , 02 faxed fo2 the ſame Subſidies fo2 his goods, 
thattels, and other moueables, at anyof the laid taxa⸗

Acte, and that pꝛooued by Pꝛeſentment, Examination 
Infoꝛzmation, oꝛ other wile, befoꝛe the ſaid Commiſſio⸗ 
ners, 92 two of them, oz befoze the Barons of the 
Kings Mateſties Exchequer , oꝛ two Juſticesofthe 
Peace of that Countie where ſuch perlon dwelleth: 

Then euery ſuch perſon, that by ſuch meanes,o: other 
wile , willingly by coutne oz without inſt cauſe , ſhall 

happen to eſcape from the ſaidtarations oꝛ payments 

afo:elaid,o2 any of them and (hall not be rated, tared, 

and ſec , chall bee charged vpon the knowledge and 

pꝛoofe thereof, with, and at the double value ofſo 

much as hee ſhould, might oz ought to haue beene ſet

ble value to be leuied, gathered, and payed of his goods 

and Chattels, Lands and Tenements, towards the 

laid Subſidtes, and further to bee puniſhed accozding 

to the diſcretion of the Barons, Juſtices, and com- 

miſſioners, befoꝛe whom hee ſhall bee comnicted fo2 his 

offence and deceit in that behalfe.

them, ſhall haue full power and authoꝛitie by this Act

CommuſſionersWithin, their Diuiſion, ſhall alſo aſſeſſe 
cuery Alleſſoꝛ within their Diuilion, foꝛ his oz their 
goods, lands, and other the pzemiſſes as is aboueſaid: 
By which laid Commiſſion the ſaid Commiſſioners, 
to whom it ſhall appertaine, ſhall indifferently ſer, 
tere and leſle themſelues and the ſaid Alſeſſo2s , and 
that aſwell the ſummes vpon euery of the laid Com- 
miſſioners and Aleſſo:s lo ſeſled, rated and taxed, as 
the ſummes made and pꝛeſented by the Pꝛelenters as

fq: the collection of the ſame, in maner and koꝛme vn⸗ 
derweitten,thereunto to bee named and deputed, and 
the ſame Inhabitants and Officers ſo gathering the 
ſame particular ſummes, foꝛ their collection thereof, 
ſhall retaine foz-euery twenty ſhillings ſo by them re⸗ 
teiued and payd, two pence, And that to be allowed at 
the paiment of their collection by them to be made, to 
the high Collectoꝛ 02 Collectoꝛs. > 
And further bee it enacted by the ſayd Yuthozity, 
that the ſayde Commiſſioners, oz the moꝛe part of 
them as ſhall take vpon them the execution and buſts 
neſſe ofthe laid Commiſſion, ſhall foz euery of the laid 
payments of the layd Subſidies, name ſuch ſufficient 
and able perſons, which then ſhall haue andpoſſeſſe 
lands and other hereditaments in their owne right, 
dfthetleare peerely value of foꝛtie pounds, oꝛ goods to 
the value of foure hundꝛed pounds, at the leaſt.as hee 
ſhall be tared in the Subſidie Booke, if any ſuch be in 
the ſayd limits, and foꝛ want of luch ſo aſſeſſed , then 
thoſe to be appointed Collectoꝛs that then ſhallbeſuf- 


ficient, and rated and taxed in the Dubſidie Bookes in 
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lands and goods neereſt to the values atoꝛeſayd as by 
their dilcretions ſhall bee thought good, in Shires, 
Ridings, Lathes, Wapentakes, Rapes, Cities, 
Townes cozpozate, and other whatloeuer places, as 
well within plates pziuiledged, as without, not being 
foꝛepꝛiſed within this Atte, to bee high Collectoꝛs, and

ſayd. And the Collectozs to be aſſigned ſhall be char- 
ged to anſwere the whole ſumme tompꝛiſed in the ſaid 
Eſtreat limited to his tollettion, as is afoꝛelayd. 
Pꝛouided alwayes, and bee it enacted by the autho- 
rity afozeſaid,that the ſaid Commiſſioners,.hauing au⸗ 
thozity by this Atte, to name and nominate the ſame 
high Collectozs ofenery of the ſaid Subſidies,ſhallim: 
mediatiy vpon their nomination and election take by

membzed , oꝛ two of them at the leaſt, vpon pꝛobable 
knowledge of any luch mildemeanoꝛs had by Jnfoz- 
mation oꝛ Examination, ſhall and may let vpon euery 
(ach olfendour foꝛ euery ſuch offence in the name _ a 
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Fine bythe ſame offendour to be fozfeited, fourtie gy. 
lings, oꝛ vnder, by diſcretion ofthe lame Commillio⸗ 
ners. And further the laid Commiſſioners and euery 
number of them, oꝛ two ofthem at the leaſt, ſhall haue 
authozitie by this pꝛeſent Atte, to puniſh euery ſuch 
offender by impulonment, there to remaine, and to bee 
dclinered by their diltretion, as Hall leeme to them 
conuentent, the laid Fines ik any ſuch bee to be tertiffed 
by the laid Commiſſioners that ſo aſſeſſed the ſame, 
into the Kings Maieſties Exchequer there to bee lemi 
ed and payed by the Collectozs of that part foz the 
ſayd Dubſidies returned into the ſapd Exchequer to be 
therewith charged with the payment of the laid Sub; 
ſidies, in ſuch maner as if the ſapd Fines had beenelet

delivered , allowed and payed , by theſaydCollecto? fo 
being thereofallowed, to ſuch of the Commiſſioners 
as ſhall take vpon them the buſineſſe and labour fo! 
and about the pꝛemiſſes; that is to ſay, Euery c_ 
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tour to pay that Commiſſioner oz Commiſſioners 
which had the oꝛdering ofthe wzitings of and foꝛ ene- 
wol the laid Sublidies, where the ſaid Collectoꝛ 02 
Collecto25 had their collection, foꝛ the expentes ſoꝛ the 
ſapd Commiſſioners, lo taking vpon them the laid bu⸗ 
fineſſe, and labour of their Clerkes waiting the ſayd 
pꝛetepts and Extracts of the laid Collections, theſaid 
laſt two pence of euery pound to bee diuided amongſt 
the ſaid Commiſſioners, hauing regard to their la⸗ 
bour and buſines taken by them andtheir laid Clerks, 
in and about the pꝛemiſſes, foꝛ which part, ſo to the 
ſaid Commilſioners appertaining, the ſaid Commiſſi⸗ 
oners, (ix. five, foure, thee, two, oz as many of them 
as chall bee thereunto appointed by the Kings Maie⸗ 
ſties Commiſſion, and enery of them topntly and ſeue- 
rally foꝛ his and their laid part, may haue his remedy 
againſt the Collecto2 oꝛ Collettoꝛs, which chereofbin 


a might haue bin allowed, by action of debt, in which 


the Dekendant ſhall not wage his Law, neither Pꝛo⸗ 
tettion, neither Iniunction oꝛ Eſloine ſhalbe allowed. 

And that no perſon, now being of the number of 
the companp ok this pꝛelent Parliament, no2 any 
Commiſſioner ſhall bee named oz aſſigned to bee a ny

Dubſidies , oꝛ any part thereof, noꝛany Commiſſio⸗ 
ners ſhall bee compelled to make any Pꝛeſentment oꝛ 
Certificate, other then into the Kings Maieſties ſayd 
Exchequer , ok, foꝛ, oz coixerning the ſaid Subſidies, 
02 any part oꝛ partell thereof. And likewilethatno 
other perſon that ſhall bee named and aſſigned to bee 
Commiſſioners in any plate, to and foz the execiifion 
ofthis Act of Subſidies, bee oꝛ ſhall bee aſſigned oꝛ na- 
med head Collectoꝛs of any of the Payments of theſatd 
Dubſidies, neither of any part thereof, 4 

And that enery ſuch perſon oz perſons; which ſhall
